so distributed on or before October first, eighteen hundred and eighty.

The Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article by appropriate legislation.

Sec. 2. Every male citizen of the age of twenty-one vote, who 
years, who shall have been a citizen for ten days, and an ®°^ 
inhabitant of this State one year next preceding an elec- 
tion, and for the last four months a resident of the 
county, and for the last thirty days a resident of the elec- 
tion district in which he may offer his vote, shall be en- 
titled to vote at such election in the election district of 
which he shall at the time be a resident, and not else- 
where, for all oflScers that now are or hereafter may be 
elective by the people, and upon all questions which may 
be submitted to the vote of the people, provided that in 
time of war no elector in the actual military service of 
the State, or of the United States, in the army or navy 
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thereof, shall bo deprived of his vote by reason of his 
absence from such election district ; and the legislature 
shall have power to provide the manner in which, and 
the time and place at which, such absent electors may 
vote, and for the return and canvass of their votes in the 
election districts in which they respectively reside. § 1, 
art 2, State Constitution^ as amended in 1874-.

vote at such election ; and upon challenge for such cause, 
the person so challenged, before the officers authorized 
for that purpose shall receive his vote, shall swear or 
affirm before such officers that he has not received or 
offered, does not expect to receive, has not paid, offered 
or promised to pay, contributed, offered or promised to 
contribute to another, to be paid or used, any money or 
other valuable thing, as a compensation or reward for 
the giving or withholding a vote at such election, and 
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has not made any promise to influence the giving or 
withholding of any such vote, nor made or become di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in any b^t or wager depend- 
ing upon the result of such election. The legislature, at 
the session thereof next after the adoption of this section, 
shall, and from time to time thereafter may, enact laws 
excluding from the right of sufl'rage all persons con- 
victed of bribery or of any infamous crime. § 2, art.

the result of any election, at which such person may oflfer

Sec. 11. The disqualification to testify created by sec- 
tion twenty-three (original number) of title seven, chap- 
ter first of part fourth of the Revised Statutes, and the 
prohibition to vote at any election contained in section 
fifteen of chapter two hundred and forty of the Laws of 
eighteen hundred and forty-seven (sec. 10 above), shall not 
apply to a person heretofore convicted, or hereafter to be 
convicted of felony, or of any infamous crime, and in con- 
sequence tliereof committed to one of the houses of refuge 
or other reformatories organized under the laws of this 
State.

The third is the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, 
twelfth and thirteenth wards of the city of Albany, and 
southern district of ninth ward. 

The fourth is the northern district of the ninth ward 
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of the city of Albany, the city of Cohoes and the town 
of Watervliet. 

Allegany county is one district. 

Broome county is one district. 

Cattaraugus county has two districts, viz. : The first 
is the towns of Allegany, Ashf ord, Ellicottville, Farmers- 
ville, Franklinville, Freedom, Hinsdale, Hnmplirey, 
Ischua, Lyndon, Machias, Olean, Portville and York- 
shire. 

The second is the towns of CarroUton, Connewango, 
Coldspring, Dayton, East Otto, Great Valley, Leon, 
Little Valley, Mansfield, Napoli, New Albion, Otto, 
Perrysbiirgh, Persia, Randolph, South Valley, Salamanca 
and Red House. 

Cayuga county has two districts, viz. : The first is the

CHAPTER FOUR. 

Election distriots, conoeming the formation of, in towns. 
Seo. 637. The supervisor, assessors and town clerk 
of the respective towns are required to meet each 
year, at the town clerk's oflSce, on the first Monday of 
October, at ten o'clock in the forenoon, and form a board, 
in order to determine whether any alteration in the exist- 
ing districts is necessary. They may make alterations, 
subject to the restrictions and limitations contained in 
section 148, ante. They must make a certificate of such 
alterations, exhibiting the districts as altered and their 
respective numbers, which must be filed in the town 
clerk's ofiice. Such alteration, however, will not take 
eftect until after the then next general election, except 
in case of the alteration, erection or division of a town, or 
except such alteration of districts shall not affect any 
inhabited territory in a tovm^ in which cases it shall take 
efioct immediately. See §§ 148, 149, a7ite. When a 
new town is formed^ the same town officers must meet 
at the town clerk's oflSce on or before the first Tuesday 
in September^ preceding the first general election, and 
divide the same into election districts. In performing 
this duty the same proceedings in all respects must be 
adopted as were had on organizing the existing towns 
into election districts, except in one particular. In the 
appointment of inspectors, the town officers, by original 
sec. 1%^ of tit 3, ch. 130, 1842 (§ 151, ante\ were author- 
ized to select, among others, from the commissioners of 
common schools. The office of commissioner of common 
schools having been abolished by law, the selections must 
be made from the other descriptions of officers enume- 
rated in the said 18th section (§ 151, ante\ and, in all 
respects, the proceedings to be had in organizing a new 
town into election districts must be identical with those 
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which were had in organizing . the existing towns into 
election districts. 

Election districts in cities — in New York. 

Sec. 638. Except in New York and Brooklyn, the 
common council of a city is empowered to divide each 
ward containing more than 500 inhabitants into election 
districts, and also to change the election districts of such

Chapter 570 of 1872 (passed May 7, 1872), 
as subsequently amended, is by section 19 of that chapter, 
as amended by chapter 508, 1880 (§ 177, ante)^ made to 
apply to all incorporated cities except New York ^and 
Brooklyn, and all incorporated villages of ^ver seven 
thousand inhabitants. The duties and obligations of in- 
spectors, clerks, etc., under that chapter are fully pointed 
out in sections 158-177, ante.

If the board shall deem it necessary, they may, as soon 
as organized, or at any time during their first or subse- 
quent meetings, appoint a clerk to assist them in the dis- 
charge of their duties. Such clerk must take the same 
oath, except the last paragraph thereof, as a clerk at elec- 
tions [administered by the chairman], substituting only 
the word "clerk," for that of "member," in the preced- 
ing form of registrar's oath. §§ 168 and 186, ante. 

Duration of fbrst meeting. 

Sec. 648. Boards of registry are required, at first meet- 
ing, to remain in session from nine o'clock a. m. to nine 
o'clock p. M.

In case any person, wlren challenged, shall refuse to 
take the oaths tendered him by the inspectors, his name 
may be excluded from the registry. See § 163. 

Inspectors and their qualiflcations. 

Sec. C55. The attention of inspectors of election is 
particularly called to the following law respecting their 
duties, qualifications and conduct, viz.: To ch. 56, 1880, 
entitled ^^ An act to promote honest elections,^^ which is 
contained in sections 220-242, ante. By section 1 of 
that chapter, a person to be eligible to the office of in- 
spector of election or clerk of the poll shall be able to 
read and write the English language. And by section

tion to this, namely : By section 21 of said chapter (§ 241, 
an^), it is provided that where the charter of any vil- 
lage shall provide that the trustees, or any officer or offi- 
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cers thereof, may or shall, ex officio^ be inspectors of any 
charter election therein or therefor, said trustees or oflS- 
cers may so act, notwithstanding they do not possess the 
qualifications required by the said section 1 of said 
chapter (§ 220, ante)'^ and section 2 of said chapter (§ 
221, ante) shall not apply to their so acting. Whenever 
the word ''inspector" appears in said chapter, it is de- 
clared to include and mean all oflBcers who under any 
law of this State shall be required to canvass votes (§ 241, 
ante). Section 21 of said chapter (§ 240, ante) makes 
the chapter to apply to all elections general or special^ 
including town elections in all towns, and charter elec- 
tions in all cities and vncoi'jporated villages of this State, 
There a/re other jprovisions of said chapter which inspect- 
ors of elections shoidd particularly attend to, some of 
which will he briefly noted hereinafter. See, also, § 442 
(as to New York), and § 549, ante (as to Brooklyn). 

Election district boundaries. 

Sec. 656. One of the first preliminary duties of a per- 
son chosen to the oflSce of inspector of elections is to 
possess himself of an accurate knowledge of the bound- 
aries of his election district, so that, upon being duly in- 
formed of the particular place of residence of a person 
offering to vote or register, he may be able, at once, to 
decide whether such place is within the district. This 
knowledge may be obtained by application to the town

The election at every poll shall be public to 
the watchers from its commencement to the close of the 
canvass, and the signing of the proper returns and copies 
thereof. See § 222, ante. The watchers, and each of them 
are entitled to be present at the election in the room oc- 
cupied by the inspectors, commencing at least fifteen min- 
utes before any ballot-box shall be opened, until the 
close of the canvass and the signing of the proper returns 
of the election.

Seo. 671. The persons who are citizens of the United 
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States are deficribed in sections 564:-670, ante. There 
are two kinds of citizens — native and naturalized. All 
persons who are not citizens are aliens. Certain aliem 
msij become citizens by naturalization. See U, S, Mevised 
StatiUes, 2d ed.^ §§ 2165-2174:, ieing title 30, entitled 
" NaturalizationP See^ also, §§ 566, 602-607, ante. 

Felony or inlkmous crime, what is a. (See, also, §§ 4, Q^ 
10, ante.) 

Sec. 672. The term felony, when used in this act or 
in any other statute, shall be construed to mean an of- 
fense, for which the offender, on conviction, shall be 
liable by law to be punished by death, or by imprison- 
ment in State prison. 2 JS. S., p. 702, § 30. When- 
ever the term ''infamous crime" is used in any statute, 
it shall be construed as including every offense punisha- 
ble by death, or by imprisonment in State prison, and no 
other. Id., § 31. 

There are some offenses which by law are declared to 
be 7n^5<?e?7i^a7i^5, although the offenders shall be liable 
to be punished therefor by imprisonment in State prison. 

Pardon and restoration. 

Sec. 673. The governor has the exclusive power of 
pardoning and restoring to the rights of a citizen criminals 
convicted in the courts of this State. See § 5, article 4, 
State Constitndiorb. 

No person \^ permitted to vote who has been convicted 
of bribery or any infamous crime unless he shall havia 
\i^exi pardoned and restored to air the rights of a citizen, 
§§9,10. 

Besidence, what deemed to be for the purpose of voting^ 
and how not lost or acquired. 

Sec. 674. A residence is " the place of abode," " the 
place in which one usually has his home." To reside in 
a particular election district and county is for one to have 
his home usually and at the time of election in such eleo' 
tion district. A person, in order to entitle him to vote, 
must, as before stated, be a resident of such election dis- 
trict thirty days, of the county four months, and of the 
State one year, and " for the purpose of voting " it is 
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by our constitution provided that " no perBon shall b0 
deemed to have gained or lost a residence by reason of 
his presence or absence while employed in the service of 
the United Sta.tes ; nor while engaged in the navigation 
of the waters of this State, or of the United States, or of 
the high seas; nor while a student of any seminiary'of 
learning; nor while kept at any alms-hbuse or other 
asylum, at public expense; nor while confined in any 
public prison.*' See § 5, ante. 

If an elector change his residence from one election 
district to another, in the same county, within thirty 
days previous to a general or special election, he thereby 
loses the right of voting at such election. If he remove 
within thirty days of a town or city election, from one 
town to another, in the same county, or from one ward 
to another, in the same city (or from one election district 
to another, in the same city, or from one election dis- 
trict of a town having election districts for town meeting 
to another election district in the same town), he thereby 
loses the right of voting at such election, for town, ward 
or city ofiicers. 

It must be borne in mind that rw person cd/n, (as is 
sometimes erroneously believed), vote for governor or 
any other oflScer, except in the election district of his 
actual residence. 

Manner of voting. 

Seo. 675. The electors are to vote by ballot, " and eacii 
person ofiering to vote must deliver his ballot, so folded 
as to conceal the contents, to one of the inspectors, in the

The ballot. 

The ballot shall be a paper ticket which shall 
contain written or printed or partly written and partly 
printed the names of the persons for whom the elector 
intends to vote, and shall designate the office to which 
each person so named is intended by him to be chosen, 
but no ballot shall contain a greater number of names of 
persons, as designated to any office, than there are persons 
to be chosen at the election to fill such office.

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Beoeiving and depositing votes. 

Skc. 679. Each person offering to vote must deliver 
his ballot folded in such manner as to conceal the con- 
tents and sJtow its indorsement upon the outside^ to one 
of the inspectors, in the presence of the board (§ 248, ante) 
and the watchers (§ 226, am^te). Before depositing an 
offered ballot, one of the inspectors should announce 
audibly and distinctly, in the hearing of the clerks and 
spectators, the name of the person who offers it, and 
give time for challenging, and for the entry of the name 
in the poll-list by the clerks. When finally received by 
the board, either without challenge, or after a challenge 
has been so disposed of as to authorize the person 
offering the ballot to vote, it is required to be deposited 
by one of the inspectors, wUhout being opened or ex- 
amined in the hox corresponding in its label with the in- 
dorsement of the ballot. (§ 272, am,te.) This last duty 
{that is, the depositing m the proper haUot-hox) requires 
constant a/nd strict attention, to avoid mistakes and trovhle 
in the mbsequsnt process of cam/oassing the votes. 

Entry in poU-list. 

Sec. 680. Each clerk is required to keep a poll-list in 
which he shall enter the name of each person who votes, 
and indicate by the figure 1, under the proper heading, 
the kind of ballots deposited by him. §§ 165, 184, 273, 
274, 474, 475, 538, anU. 

Challenges. 

Sec. 681. It is the duty of each inspector to challenge 
every person offering to vote, whom he shall know or 
suspect not to be duly qualified as an elector. Each 
watcher, United States supervisor, and also am/y other 
person entitled to vote at the same poll has also the right 
of challenge. §§ 166, 232, 253, 265, 275, 463, 465. See, 
also, §§ 586-590, ante. In a city any qualified voter 
has the right of challenge at any poll therein . See § 
166, am.te. 

The penalties on an inspector for knowingly and will- 
fully permitting or suffering any person to vote at an 
37 
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election who is not legally authorized to do so are very 
severe. See §§ 398, 497, cmte. 

It is unlawful for an inspector or clerk to divulge the 
name of any person challenging. See § 232, ante. 

When a challenge is made^ the first duty of the 
hoard is to see that silence and order are observed. One 
of the inspectors will then tender to the person challenged 
the following preliminary oath : 

" You do swear (or affirm) that you will fully and 
truly answer all such questions as shall be put you, 
touching your residence and qualifications as to an elect, 
or." (§ 253, fl^/ife.) 

If any person shall refuse to take such preliminary 
oath when so tendered, or to answer " fully " any ques- 
tions which shall be so put to him, his vote shall be re- 
jected. (§ 255, ante.) 

The oath having been administered, such of the fol- 
lowing and all such other qvsstions as inay he necessa/ry 
to test his qtbaVificatiojis as a resident of the State, 
county or election disti-ict, his citizenship, his right to 
vote under the present constitution, and at that poll, 
must then be put to him. (§ 254, ante.)

Sec 682. 1. Wiiat is your name ? 

2. What is your age ? (In the case of a young man.) 

3. Where do you now reside ? 

4. How long have you resided in this town (or ward) 
and election district ? 

5. What was your last place of residence before you

5. How long have you resided in this county ? 

7. How long have you resided in this State ? 

8. Are you a native or naturalized citizen ? {If the 
a/nswer is that he is a naturalized citizen^ then) 

9. When, where, in what court, or before what ofiSicer 
were you naturalized ? 

10. How many years have you resided in the United 
States ? 

11. Did you come into this town (or ward) and elec- 
tion district for the purpose of voting at this election I 
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12. How long do you contemplate residing in this 
town (or ward) and election district ?

If he persists in claiming to vote^ and the chMenge he 
"twt withdrawn^ one of the inspectors must then admim,is* 
ter to h im the following 

General oath. (See, also, § 267, ante.) 

Sec. 683. " You do swear (or affirm, as the case may 
be) that you have been a citizen of the United States for 
ten days, and are now of the age of twenty-one years 5 
that you have been an inhabitant of this State for one 
year next preceding this election, and for the last four 
months a resident of this country, and for the last thirty 
days a resident of this election district ; and that you have 
not voted at this election." 

(If the person so offering shall be chaZlen^ged for causes 
stated in section 2 of article 2 of the constitution of this 
State (§ 4, ante\ the following additional oath shall be 
administered by one of the inspectors :) 

"You do swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that 
you have not received or offered, do not expect to re- 
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ceive, have not paid, offered or promised to pay, contrib- 
uted, offered or promised to contribute to another, to be 
paid or used, any money or other valuable thing as a 
compensation or reward for the giving or withholding a 
vote at this election, and have not made any promise to 
influence the giving or withholding of any such vote ; 
and that you have not made any bet or wager, and are 
not directly or indirectly interested in any bet or wager 
depending upon the result of this election." 

(If the person so offering shall be challenged on the 
ground of having been convicted of hrihery or any in. 
famous crimey the following additional oath shall be ad- 
ministered to him by one of the inspectors :) 

''You do swear (or affirm) that you have not been 
convicted of bribery or any infamous crime, or, if so con- 
victed, that you have been pardoned and restored to all 
the rights of a citizen." 

If any person shall refuse to take the proper gen- 
eral oath, when so tendered to him, his vote shall be re- 
jected. (§ 258, ante.) 

If the person challenged takes the preliminary oath, 
and answers " fully " all questions put to him, and also 
takes the general oath, it is believed that the inspectors 
would be bound to receive his ballot, although they might 
have strong reason to believe that he had committed 
perjury. £ut in such case it would he their duty to 
cause legal proceedinys to he immediately instituted 
against him for the offense. 

Convict, when a crime for him to Vote. 

Sec. 684. It is a misdemeanor for a person to vote who 
has been convicted of bribery or any infamous crime, who 
shall not have been previously pardoned and restored to 
all the rights of a citizen. (§ 265, amie^ And such a per- 
son who should vote in New York city would thereby be 
guilty of a felony. (§ 506, ante. ) 

Memorandum of challenges. 

Sec. 685. The inspectors are required to keep a minute 
of their proceedings in respect to the challenging and 
administering oaths to persons offering to vote, in which

Seo. 687. Precisely at sunset (except in New York 
city, and there at 4 o'clock P. M.) the poll should be 
closed by proclamation, as follows {See §§ 219, 434, emfe), 
viz.: 

*' Hear ye! hear ye I hear ye ! The poll of this elec- 
tion is closed." 
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Canvaiss of votes. 

Sec. 688. The canvass must commence immedi- 
ately upon the closing of the poll, must be public, and 
shall not be adjourned or postponed until it shall have 
been fully completed. (§ 285, ante ; see^ also^ § 476, ante^ 
which specially relates to New Torh^ and § 540. amte^ 
which relates to Brooldyn,) 

The first proceeding, before any box is opened^ is the 
comparison of the poll-list with each other from the be- 
ginning, and the correction of any and all mistakes that 
may be found therein. 

The aggregate number of ballots as tallied for each 
box is to be ascertained and set down, and the two lists 
made to agree in all particulars. §§ 286, 477, 540, ante. 

Boxes containing votes and the order in which the votes 
contained in each box shaU be canvassed. 

Sec. 689. The boxes are then to be opened and the 

votes, therein canvassed as near as may be (except in 

New Yorh\ in the following order (§§ 279, 280, oMe ; see^ 

cdso^ § 478, relating to New YorTc^ and § 540, relating , 

to Brooklyn^ ante) : 

1. The box containing the ballots indorsed "Electors." 

2. The box containing the ballots indorsed "State." 

3. The box containing the ballots indorsed "Congress.'* 

4. The box containing the ballots indorsed " Senate." 

5. The box containing the ballots indorsed " Assem- 

bly." 

6. The box containing the ballots indorsed ''Judici- 
ary." 

7. The box containing the ballots indorsed " School 
Commissioner." 

If any other ballot-boxes shall have been used at any 
such election in pursuance of law, such other boxes must 
be opened and the votes therein canvassed immediately 
after the foregoing, in such order as the inspectors shall 
determine. §§ 279y 280; see^ aZsOj § 540, a/n^y as to 
Brooklyn. 

Counting the ballots unopened. 

Sec. 690. Each box in order having been opened, the 
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ballots in it are to be taken out and counted unopened^ 
except 80 far as to ascertain whether each ballot is single. 
§§287,479/540, ante. 

Ballots folded together. 

Seo. 691. If any two or more are found so folded 
together as to present the appearance of a single ballot, 
they shall be destroyed if, by counting them, the number 
will exceed the whole number of ballots of that kind 
received, according to the poll-lists ; otherwise they must 
be counted as if they had been found separate. §§ 287, 
479, 540, ante. 

Ballots in the wrong box. 

Sec. 692. Ballots having an indorsement indicating 
that they belong in a box different from the one in 
which they are found will be laid aside and carefully 
preserved, until the box to which they seem to belong 
has been opened and the ballots in it counted. And then, 
if no excess of votes in the latter box over the number as 
designated on the poll-lists will thereby be produced, the 
ballots so found in the wrong box must be counted as 
belonging to their own proper box ; but in case of such 
excess, they must be rejected. §§ 288,480, 540, ante. 

Excess of unopened ballots over poll-lists. 

Sec. 693. If the ballots properly indorsed, found in 
any box, exceed the whole number on the correspondent 
column of the poll-lists, they are to be replaced in the 
box from which they were taken, and one of the inspect- 
ors, without seeing the same, shall publicly draw out 
and destroy so many ballots, unopened, as shall reduce 
them to the proper number, corresponding with the poll- 
lists. §§ 289, 481, 540, anU. 

A memorandum of the number of votes found in ea^h 
box, the number drawn out, etc., should he made a/nd 
preserved for reference, until the ca/n/cass of all the hoaxes 
is completed. 

Opening and counting votes. Excess of ballots. 

Sec. 694. When the number of unopened ballots hav- 
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ing the proper indorsements, found in the first instanee, 
falls short of, or is just equal to the number indicated by 
the poll-list, or has been made to agree by drawing out the 
apparent excess, they will then be opened^ sorted and 
counted. And if after having opened or canvassed them, 
it shall be found that there is an excess, the inspectors 
shall return the whole into the box and thoroughly 
mingle the same, and one of their number, to be desig- 
nated by the board, shall publicly draw out of such box, 
without seeing the ballots contained therein, so many of 
such ballots as shall be equal to the excess ; which ballots 
so drawn out shall be forthwith destroyed. §§ 291, 482, 
540. 

Tickets. IJnscratolied to l>e separated firom the scratched, 
etc. 

Sec. 695. Generally the unscratched or unaltered tick- 
ets are first separated from the scratched or altered ones, 
each hmd placed by itself and counted, and the number 
received for each person for the same office set down 
opposite his name upon a tally sheet j?r^w?^y^''^ar^. 

The scratched or altered tickets are then canvassed, and 
the number of votes given for each person named therein 
set down as before upon the tally sheet. 

In canvassing the scratched or altered tickets, it may 
become necessary that one of the inspectors should read 
the name of each person upon each ticket, and that the 
clerks should make a tally of each, until all are tallied by 
fives, thus :

8ec. 696. When all are counted and entered upon the 
main tally sheet, the several numbers marked for each 
person are to be added horizontally^ and the total for 
each set down at the right hand. This right-hand column 
being also added up, will show the whole number of 
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votes given for all the persons voted for, for each office; 
and these several additions will furnish the numbers to 
be inserted in the statements of results which the in- 
spectors are required to make, sign, file, etc. 

Tally sheets to be preserved. 

Sec. 697. Tally sheets must be preserved for a time so 
that if any mistakes shall have been made in the returns, 
or any question shall afterward arise respecting their ac- 
curacy, the original figures may he referred to for the 
settlement of such questions and the correctimi of such 
mistalces. 

Defective ballots. 

Sec. 698. All ballots which are so irregular, ambigu- 
ous or informal as that they cannot be canvassed, are de- 
nominated " defective ballots." 

These must he preserved and attached to the state- 
ments of results, though they must not be counted in. 
(§§ 292, 293 ; see, also, § 483, as to New Tarh) 

Ballots may be defective in various ways, for ex- 
ample : 

If under the designation *^ For Governor," two or 
more names should be written or printed, or if under 
the designation of any office, more names than there are 
officers of the kind to be elected, should be placed on the 
ticket, then the ballot would be defective, or if several 
designations of office are united as " For County Clerk 
and Cor<)ners," the names attached to or in connection 
with such blended designations cannot be canvassed, and 
the ballot is defective. 

If the Christian or surname, or part of a name, only? 
is given, the ballot is defective. But w^AX-hnown and 
established ahhreviations, by which the meaning is as 
clearly conveyed as though the names had been written 
at full length, as TTm. for William, Jno. for John, Ahm, 
for Abraham, etc., may be allowed, counted and returned 
as if written in full. 

Where the name is misspelled, as Ja/yuh for Jacob, 
Jonson for Johnson, but so that i\iQ prommciation is not 
38 
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varied, the ballot should be counted ftnd returned as 
if spelled aright. 

Where there is a change, or the omission or addition 
of a middle letter, or of Jr., or Junior, to a name, the 
vote, if regular in other repects, should not be regarded 
as defective, but must be counted, and return thereof 
made separately from the others. 

Where there is reasonable douht^ that is, where two 
conflicting constructions can be fairly given to the ballot, 
it is defective. 

A ballot may be defective as to one or more names or 
designations of office upon it, and, so far, not counted, 
while the remainder may be regular and counted. The 
whole ballot, should, in such case, be attached to the state- 
ment.

Before entering upon their duties they must take and 
subscribe the required oath of ofBce. 

Gteneral powers and duties of supervisors. 

Sec. 727. Supervisors of election ^ are authorized and 
required to attend at all times and places fixed for the 
registration of voters, who being registered, would be 
entitled to vote for a representative or delegate in con- 
gress, and to challenge any person oflEering to register. § 
586, ante. 

United States supervisors, powers and duties, when de- 
fined. . 

Sec. 728. The powers and duties of such supervisors 
are defined in sections 201(^2020, U. S. Rl S., 2d ed.; §§ 
586-590,. an^\ 

To attend at all times and places when the names of 
registered voters may be marked for challenge, and 
to cause such names registered as they may deem proper 
to bo so marked. See § 586, ants. 

To personally inspect and scrutinize such registry, atid 
for purposes of identification to affix their signature to 
each page of the original list, and of each copy of any 
such list of registered voters, at such times, v.pon each 
day when any name may be received, entered or regis- 
tered, and in such manner as will, in their judgment, de- 
tect and expose the improper or wrongful removal there- 
from, or addition thereto, of any name. See^' 586, a/nte. 

To attend at all times and places fof holding elections of 
representatives or delegates in congress, and to count the 
votes cast at such elections ; to challenge liny vote of- 
fered by any person, whose legal qualificiation the super- 
40 
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visors, or either of thera, may doubt ; to be and remain 
where the ballot-boxes are kept at all times after the polls 
are open until every vote cast at such time and place has 
been counted, the canvass of all votes polled wholly com- 
pleted, and the proper and requisite certificates or returns 
made, and to personally inspect and scrutinize from time 
to time, and at all times, on the day of election, the 
manner in which the voting is done and the way and 
method in which the poll-books, registry-lists and tallies 
or check-books, are kept. See § 587, curde. 

To personally scrutinize, count and canvass each bal- 
lot in the election district or voting precinct cast, what- 
ever may be the indorsement on the ballot, or in whatever 
box it may have been placed or be found. See § 588, 
ante. 

To attach to the registry-list, and any and all copies 
thereof, and to any certificate, statement or rciturri, any 
statement touching the truth or accuracy of the registry, 
or the truth or fairness of the election, and canvass, 
which the supervisors of the election, or either of them, 
may desire to make or attach, or which should properly 
and honestly be made or attached, in order that the facts 
may become known. See § 588, a/nte. 

The supervisors of election are authorized and. directed 
in their respective election districts of voting precincts, 
on the day of registration, on the day when registered 
voters may be marked to be challenged, and on the day 
of election, to take, occupy and remain in such position, 
from time to time, whether before or behind the ballot- 
boxes, as will in their judgment, best enable them to see 
each person offering himself for registration or offering 
to vote, and as will best conduce to their scrutinizing the 
manner in which the registration or voting is being con- 
ducted. See § 589, ante. 

And at the closing of the polls for the reception of 
votes, the supervisors are required to place themselves in 
such position, in relation to the ballot-boxes, for the pur- 
pose of engaging in the work of canvassing thd ballots, 
as will enable them to fully perform the duties ib respect 
to such canvass provided herein, arid shall there reniain 
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until every duty in respect to such canvflss, certificates, 
returns and statements has been wholly completed. See 
§ 689, ante. 

BegiBtration. 

Seo. 729. Section 5518, R. S. XJ. S., 2d ed. (§ 621, am,te\ 
providesthat every registration made under the laws of any 
State or Territory for any State or other election at which 
a representative or delegate in congress may be chosen, 
shall be deemed to be a registration within the meaning 
of the United States laws. 

It will be the duty of supervisors to see that the pro- 
visions of the State law relating to registration, voting 
and the canvass of votes are stricly complied with. 

United States of9.cer8 required to preserve order and 
prevent fraud, etc. 

Sec. 730. The U. S. Marshal, his general and special 

deputies, are to keep the peace and support and protect 

the supervisors of election in the discharge of their duty; 

are to preserve order at the places of registration and the 

poll ; to prevent fraudulent registration or voting, or 

fraudulent conduct on the part of any oflScer of election, 

and they are authorized to arrest without process for 

offenses against the United Sta/tes la/ws committed in their 

presence, § 592, aaite. 

United States supervisors shotdd mark the lidts fbr 
identifloation. 

Seo. 731. The United States statutes require the su- 
pervisors to personally inspect and scrutinize such reg- 
istry, and for purposes of identification to affix their sig- 
nature to each page of the original list, and of each copy 
of any such list of registered voters, at such times, upon 
each day when any name may be received, entered or 
registered, and in such manner as will in their judgment 
detect and expose the improper or wrongful removal 
therefrom or addition thereto of any name. § 586, amie. 

Fraud, forgeries, etc., at elections. 

Sfio. 732. Particularattention is called to sections 5424, 
5425, 5426, 5427, 5428 and 5429, of title 70, chapter 6, 
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of the Revised Statutes of the United States (§§ 608-613, . 
cmte) relating to forgeries, frauds, etc. . 

This statute was intended to reach all cases of fraudu- 
lent naturalization. Section 5428 (§ 612, awr^) provides : 
That every ^person who knowingly icses any certifica^ 
of naturalization heretofore gra/nted hy any courts or 
hereafter gramied^ which ha% been or may he procv/red 
thro^h frauds or hy false evidence^ or has heen or 
may he issiced hy the clei*k^ or any other officer of tke^ 
courts without any appearance and hearvng of the 
applicant in courts and without lawful authority j 
and every person who falsely represents himself to he 
a citizen of the United States^ without hmvng been 
duly admitted to citizenship^ for any fraHdul^i pur- 
pose whatever^ shall he pimishahle hy. a fine of nQt 
more than $1,000, or he imprisoned not more tha/n 
Iajoo yea/rSj or hoth.

Punishment under the United States laws foi; &lse reg- 
istration, false personation, etc. 

Sec 733, Section 5512, Jl. S. U. S. '(§ 620, tm^), pro- 
vides that if any person knowingly personates and reg- 
isters, or attempts to register, in the nanie of any other 
person, whether livings dead, or fictitious, or fraudu- 
lently registers, or fraudulently attempts to register,, not 
having a lawful right so to do, he shall be punished by a 
fine, of not more than five hundred dollars, or by impris- . 
onment not more than three years, or by both^ and shi^ 
pay the costs of the prosfecntion.

Punishment under the XJnited States laws for wrongftd 
voting, false personation,, voting twice, preventing 
legal voting. 

Sec. 734: Section 5511, E. S. U. S. (§ 619, a/i^^), pro- 
vides that if any person knowingly personates and votes, 
or attempts to vote, in the name of any other person," 
whether living,' dead or fictitious; or vbtes more than 
once at the same election for any candidate for the same 
oflSce ; or votes at a place whpr^ he may not be lawfully, 
entitled to vote;, or votes without having a lawful right 
to vote; or does £^n un,lawful act to secure .an . ppportu,- 
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nity to vote for himself, or any other person, he shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment not more than three years, or by 
both, and shall pay the costs of the prosecution. 

Punishment of bribery under the tJnited States laws. 

Sec. 735. Section 5511, R. S. U. S. (§ 619, ante), pro- 
vides that if any person shall, by force, threat, intimida- 
tion, bribery, reward, or offer thereof, unlawfully prevent 
any qualified voter of any State, or of any Territory, 
from freely exercising the right of suffrage, or by any 
such means induces any voter to refuse to exercise such 
right, he shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not more than 
three years, or by both, and shall pay the costs of prose- 
cution. 

Punishment for illegally receiving votes. 

Sec. 736. Section 5511, U.S. R. S. (§ 619, cmte), also 
punishes an inspector for knowingly receiving the vote ot 
any person not entitled to vote, or refusing to receive the 
vote of any person entitled to, by fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not more than 
three years, or both, and the costs of the prosecution. 

When unregistered elector may vote. 

Seo. 737. Section 2007, title 26, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States (§ 577, a/rdey) in so far as the 
right of a person to vote for r&preaentati/ve in co7igres8 
is in question, overrides the promsions of the State law, 
and any person brought within the provisions of tlie 
national law must at least be permitted to vote for rep- 
resentative in congress. 

The following is the text of section 2007 (§ 577, ante): 
"Whenever under the authority of the constitution or laws 
of any State, or the laws of any territory, any act is required 
to be done by a citizen as a pre-requisite to qualify or entitle 
him to vote, the offer of such citizen to perform the act 
required to be done shall, if it fail to be carried into exe- 
cution by reason of the wrongful act or omission of the 
person or officer charged with the duty of receiving or 
permitting such performance or offer to perform, or act- 
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ing thereon, be deemed aiaid bejld ^ a performance in 
law of such act ; and the p^nson bo offeiing and failing to 
vote, and being otherwise qualified, fiball be entitled to 
vote in the sume manner and to tbe same extent as if he 
had in fact performed snch act." • 

Under this statute it would seem that any of the fol- 
lowing classes, whose names do not appear on the final 
register, would be entitled to vote for representative in 
congress. 

1. One whose name appeared on the poll -list at the 
last preceding general annual election. 

2. One whose name was properly on the preliminary 
or final register, but through mistake or design was left 
off the final register. 

3. One who had properly appeared before the board 
for registry, and complied with, or otifered to comply 
with, the requirements entitling him to be registered. 

False personation in voting. 

Seo. 738. An elector properly registered can not be 

deprived of his vote by reason of the false personation 

of one who has appeared and voted in his stead. There 
may he a qitestion of identity — this hevng settled^ the 
re<u elector is entiUea to home his iaUot deposited. 

Who may challenge. 

Sec. 739. Any qualified voter in any city, and any 
supervisor of election, may challenge and contest the 
right of any person to vote at any poll within the city, 
whether the person so challenging reside in the district 
or not. §§ 166, 587, cmte. 

Naturalization. See, also, §§ 602-607, ante. 

Seo. 740. The applicant must have resided in the 
United States, for the continued term of five years next 
preceding his admission, and one year at least within the 
State or Territory where the court is held that admits him. 
Two years at least before his admission, he must de- 
clare, on oath, or affirmation, before a court of record, 
having common-law jurisdiction, and a seal and clerk, or 
before a circuit or district court of the United States, his 
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intention to become a citizen, etc. If the applicant was 
a minor, under the age of eighteen years when he came 
to the country, thie jirevious declaration of intention is 
dispensed witii, and ho is entitled to be admitted after 
he has arrived at the age of twenty-one years, if he has 
resided five years in the United States, including the 
three years of his minority, and has continued to so reside 
up to the time when he makes his application. By act of 
congress, approved July 17, 1862, aliens of the age of 
twenty-one years and upward, who have enlisted in the 
armies of the United States, in the regular or volunteer 
forces, and have been honorably discharged, are entitled 
to become citizens of the United States upon petition, 
without previous declaration of intention. Aliens, under 
such circumstances, are not required to prove more than 
one year's residence within the United States. This act 
materially alters the previous laws, but does not in any 
manner do away with the necessity of procuring regular 
naturalization papers. By act of congress June 7, 1872, 
seaman of foreign birth, who have declared intention to 
become citizens, may be naturalized after three years' 
service on merchant ships. 

United States supervisors to challenge. 

Sec. 741. It is the duty of each United States supervisor 
to challenge every voter whom he shall know or suspect 
not to be duly qualified as an elector. § 587, ante. 

Preserving order. 

Sec. 742. The inspectors and supervisors of election, 
marshals and their deputies, have the same power to pre- 
serve order on election day as is given them on days of 
registry. See §§ 276-278, 171, 189, 448, 537, 591, cmte. 

Ballots in each and every box to be scrutinized and can- 
vassed by United States supervisors. 

Sec. 743. Section 2018, title 26, United States laws 
(§ 588, cmte)^ directs that the said supervisors of election 
are, and eacji of them is, thereby required, in their or his 
respective election districts or voting precincts, to per- 
sonally scrutinize, count and canvass each and every bal- 
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lot in their or his election district or voting precinct cast, 
whatever may be the indorsement on said ballot, or in 
whatever box.it may have been placed or be found. 

And section 2019 of the same act (§ 589, amii) author- 
izes and directs " each of the supervisors, at the closing 
of the polls, to place themselves or himself in such posi- 
tion in relation to the ballot-boxes for the purpose of en- 
gaging in the work of canvassing the ballots in said boxes 
contained, as will enable them or him to fully perform 
the duties in respect to such canvass provided in this act, 
and shall there remain until every duty in respect to 
such canvass, certificates, returns and statements, shall 
have been wholly completed, a/ny law of a/ay State or 
Territory to the contrary notanthstamdm/gy 

United States supervisors to attest the truth of the state- 
ment tnade by the inapeotors. 

' Sec. 744. Section 2018, R. S. U. S. (§ 588, amis), di- 
rects supervisors of election to attach to the registry list, 
and any and all copies thereof, and to any certificate, 
statement or return, whether the same, or any part or 
portion thereof, be required by any law of the United 
States, or of any State, territorial, or municipal law, an y 
statement touching the truth or accuracy of the registry, 
or the truth or fairness of the election and canvass, which 
the supervisors of the election, or either of them, may 
desire to make or attach, or which should properly and 
honestly be made or attached, in order that the facts may 
become known. § 588, a/nte. 

Special United States deputy marshiEds. 

Sec. 745. The ap])ointinent of special deputy marshals 
is provided for in section 2021, R. S. U. S. (§591, ante)^ 
and it is their duty to aid and assist the supervisors in 
the performance of their duties. 



Persons arrested to be taken forthwith before commis- 
sioner. 

Sec. 746. Section 2023, R. S. tJ. S. (§ 593, ante), pro- 
vides that whenever any arrest is made under any pro- 
vision of this act, the person so arrested shall forthwith 
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be brought before a commissiouer, judge, or court of the 
United States, for examination of the offenses alleged 
against him, and such commissioner, judge, or court, 
shall proceed in respect thereto as authorized by law 
in case of crimes against the United States. 

XJnited States supervisors to make report to chief super- 
visor. 

Sec. 747. When in any election district or voting 
precinct in any city or town, for which there have 
been appointed supervisors of election for any election 
at which a representative or delegate* in congress is voted 
for, the supervisors of election are not allowed to exer- 
cise and discharge, fully and freely, and without bribery, 
solicitation, interference, hindrance, molestation, violence 
or threats thereof, on part of any person, all the duties, 
obligations and powers conferred upon them by law, 
the supervisors of election shall make prompt report, 
under oath, within ten days after the day of election, to 
the chief supervisor of elections. § 690, ante.
